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On the following page will be 
found a table showing the official 
vote of the sixteen judges for the 
All-American, Reserve All-American 
and Honorable Mention selections in 
the fifteen regular classes for’ the 
year 1941. This year’s system of 
selection was the same as last year 
except that we did not have more 
than six nominations in any class, 
the nominations being made by a 
committee consisting of T. R. Dent, 
Prof. C. 8. Rhode, Prof. E. N. Han- 
sen and the editor of the World from 
pictures received of the first prize 
winners at State Fairs and the first 
and second prize winners at National 
and Regional Shows. From these 
nominations, a larger committee, 
consisting of the 16 men who judged 
Holsteins this year at 23 of the lead- 
ing shows of the United States and 
Canada. Each member of the com- 
mittee, working independently, 
selected his first, second and third 
choices in each class, each first place 
vote counting 7 points, each second 
place 3 points and each third place 
one point. In each class the two ani- 
mals or groups scoring the highest 
were named the official All-Ameri- 
can and Reserve All-American, and 
any animal or group scoring as much 
as one-point -was. given- Honorable 
Mention. 


As in past years when this same 
system of selection has been used, 
there proved to be wide differences 
of opinion among the sixteen judges 
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1941 All-Americans 


nt most classes. In the fifteen 
classes, no less than 42 animals or 
groups received at least one first 
place vote each and in one class five 
of the six nominees had her backers 
for first place. 


The only one to receive the unani- 
mous first place vote of the 16 
judges was the Franlo bull calf, Chip 
of Nettie & Aaggie, to give him a 
perfect score of 112 points. Close 
behind him was the Franlo heifer 
calf, Lady Douglas Bessie, and the 
Ravenglen aged bull, King Bessie 
Senator, each with 14 firsts and two 
seconds for scores of 104, and by 
the Mount Victoria four-year-old, 
Montvic Bonheur Pietje B, with 14 
firsts, a second and a third for 101 
points. 


Many of this year’s All-Americans 
are repeaters, conspicuous among 
them being King Bessie Senator, who 
now becomes the only bull to start as 
All-American Calf and win top there- 
after each year right up to and in- 
cluding aged bull—his fifth consecu- 
tive victory. Of course old Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld was six times 
All-American but he started his All- 
American career as a two-year-old. 


Rocky Hill Dewdrop Burke, shown 
this year by Ravenglen, has now won 
her third consecutive All-American 
designation, starting in 1939 as a 
four-year-old. In the entire history 
of the All-American selections, Dew- 
drop becomes the third cow to be 
twice All-American Aged Cow, the

Others of last year’s All-Ameri- 
cans that repeated this year in the 
top spot include the three-year-old 
bull, Villisca Iowana Ollie Burke 
(Franlo); the senior yearling bull. 
Iowana Ormsby Aaggie Burke (Hill- 
Man) and the four-year-old heifer, 
Montvic Bonheur Pietje B. (Mount 
Victoria). Last year’s All-American 
aged bull, Franlo’s K. B. K. O. 14th, 
went down to Reserve this year, as 
did last year’s All-American four- 
year-old heifer, Sunny Meadows Rag 
Apple Segis Lass. Last year’s All- 
Americans that got no better than 
Honorable Mention this year are 
King Korndyke Bessie Ormsby Fobes 
(Franlo), Lauxmont Admiral Jessie 
(Pabst) and Moorebell Illehee Lady 
(Franlo). 

Montviec Bonheur Pietje B., last 
year’s Reserve All-American three- 
year-old, moved up a notch to All- 
American four-year-old this year. 
Baker Farm Johnnie Walker and the 
Baker Get of Echo Helbon Mercedes, 
both Reserve All-American last year, 
came through again for Reserve 
Honors. 


The closest contest between first 
and second places in any class was 
in the junior yearling heifer class, 
where Kenneth Worner’s heifer, 
Sylvan Dell Dinah Creator, scored 63 
points to just nose out the Hill-Man 
heifer, Dicmere Holly Ormsby, who 
has 61. Several of the Honorable 
Mentions missed Reserve honors by 
narrow margins, with three or four 
classes not decided until the final 
ballot reached us. 


As last year, F. W. Griswold’s 
Franlo Farms at Hopkins, Minn., had 
a bit the best of the battle with five 
All-Americans, two Reserves and 
four Honorable Mentions out of 
eleven animals nominated. Hill- 
Man Farms, Rockford, IIl., with 
eight animals nominated, was also 
successful in getting all of them 
mentioned, making two All-Ameri- 
cans, four Reserves and two Honor- 
able Mentions. Others with two All- 
Americans this year were Ravenglen, 
Carnation and Mount Victoria, with 
Maytag taking one All-American and 
one Reserve. 


No less than 77 animals and 
groups appear on the list of All- 
Americans, Reserves and Honorable 
Mentions this year, slightly less than 
last year. They were exhibited by 
34 exhibitors from 11 states and five 
Canadian provinces. Of the states, 
Illinois ranks first with three exhibi- 
tors winning five All-Americans. 
four Reserves and two Honorable 
Mentions, closely pressed by Minne- 
sota with two exhibitors winning five 
All-Americans, three Reserves and 
five Honorable Mentions. On our 
7-3-1 basis, the total score for the 
two states would be exactly the 
same, 49 points each. Ontario leads 
for number of exhibitors on the roll 
of honor with six, followed by New 
York with four. Illinois and Califor- 


nia each had three exhibitors men-

iowa, Wisconsin, Oregon and New 
Brunswick two each and Quebec, 
New Hampshire, Alberta, Pennsyl- 
vania, Michigan and Manitoba one 
each. The table accompanying this 
story lists the 34 exhibitors and 
gives the number of All-Americans, 
Reserves, and Honorable Mentions 
won by each. 


The thanks of the industry are due 
to the 16 judges who labored so 
faithfully and well to make the se- 
lections. They represented all sec- 
tions of the country, 10 states and 
two Canadian provinces. Nine of the 
sixteen are college professors or ex- 
tension men, six practical breeders 
and one a newspaper man. The pro- 
fessors are H. P. Ewalt of Oregon 
State College, W. W. Yapp and C. S. 
Rhode of University of Illinois, S. M. 
Salisbury of University of Ohio, E. N. 
Hansen of Iowa State College, F. W. 
Atkeson of Kansas State College, H. 
W. Cave of Oklahoma A. & M. Col- 
lege, D. L. Fourt of University of 
Idaho and George B. Caine of Utah 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 
The breeders are T. R. Dent of On- 
tario, Paul B. Misner of Maryland, 
Clair I. Miller of Ohio, Louis Seitz of 
Wisconsin, Durno Innes of Ontario 
and Clarence Goodhue 5f Quebec and 
the newspaper man is J. P. Eves of 
Chicago. 


As this is written, ballots are stil] 
pouring in on the Popular Voting 
Contest but these cannot be counted 
and scored in time for this issue so 
watch for the announcement of the 
winners next time, as well as for the 
results of the Student Judging Con- 
test conducted by the Extension 
Service of the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation of America. Several hun- 
dred ballots have already been 
counted in the Popular Voting Con- 
test and it appears that with a few 
exceptions the concensus of the pop- 
ular vote will be much the same as 
that of the official vote, although we 
have yet to uncover any very high 
scores. Fortunately for the boys and 
girls who are counting and tabulat- 
ing the popular vote, there were no 
ties in the official vote which would 
have had to be broken by the results 
of the popular vote.

Christmas 1941 


UNITED America faces the future unafraid as we 
A come to the Christmas season of 1941. 

War has been thrust upon us and we will meet 
the challenge. The manner of its coming—an attempted 
stab in the back while negotiations for a peaceful set- 
tlement of the problems of the Pacific were in progress 
—is consistent only with the Axis method. December 7, 
1941 will go down in history as a shameful day for 
Japan. 

Our Nation will stand united in a supreme effort to 
earry this thing through until the Hitler-Jananese 
strength is broken completely. There is not room on 
this planet for such brigands in the company of civiliz- 
ed nations. The circumstances of this attack on America 
in themselves indicate the desperation of the Axis 
powers. Russia’s heroic stand, following Britain’s dog- 
ged and successful defense, has disrupted Hitler’s care- 
fully planned time-table. There is evidence that his re- 
serve supplies of the munitions mechanized warfare, Oil 
in particular, are running low—that America’s aid is 
promising to turn the tide against the Axis. Evidently 
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the Japanese adventure is born of this desperation and 
the hope that war with Japan will result in a diversion 
of our efforts completely in that direction. 

Japan, bankrupt both financially and morally and 
“out too far on the limb” is making a last gamble to try 
to pull Hitler’s chestnuts out of the fire and salvage 
something for herself. Our job now is to saw off that 
limb—and at the same time keep the flow of supplies 
going across the Atlantic. An aroused and united Amer- 
ica can and will do it. 

At this season of traditional ‘‘peace on earth” we 

shall dedicate ourselves completely to the task of mak- 
ing it again an actuality at some future date, whether 
it shall come next year, the year after that, or still 
farther in the future. 
To our readers, we extend sincerest Christmas greet- 
ings. America will not abandon its traditional spirit of 
the season. Families, where possible, will be united 
around the laden board. Gifts will be given, probably 
upon an increased scale due to the better financial cir- 
cumstances of so many workers. That is a part of the 
American system which we are now defending. 


High Fat Worries 


HE Richmond (Va.) Milk Market Review, which 
I is issued monthly by the producers’ organizations 
there, gives some interesting comment on their cur- 
rent milk situation. We quote: 
“Butterfat tests were the highest last month 
of any time since the fall of 1937. One plant 
had 12 producers out of 76 with a November 
butterfat test of 5% or better. The hich tests 
must be due to weather and feed conditions. 
Certainly there is nothing about the milk price 
to encourage production of higher testing milk. 
Excess butterfat has probably never’ been 
cheaper here in relation to the price of milk. 
Last month 4% milk sold at $3.40 or 85c per 
pound butterfat while any butterfat above 4% 
was only paid for at 40c per pound. 


“This might be considered an argument for 
increasing the 4c butterfat differential, but the 
milk coming in is really too high in test. All 
fall we have had a surplus of cream and a 
skimmilk shortage. All army and navy milk, 
and we are supplying a lot of it, is bought at 
3.5% fat. The higher price seems to be in- 
creasing Richmond sales of 3.5% milk and cut- 
ting sales of Guernsey. So the average test of 
milk sold is going down at the same time the 
average test of milk produced is going up. 


What we need is some good low testing Hol- 
stein milk.’’ 


We don’t like to say ‘‘We told you so” but this sit- 
uation illustrates a trend in more than a few markets. 
Special milks have been pt on the market offering a 
lot of butterfat for about the standard price. This has 
forced the standard milk to a higher test to meet com- 
petition, at the final expense of all producers and with- 
out compensating increased consumption. Dealers in the 
cream-line race put pressure on their producers to 
change over their herds to higher testing breeds. The 
special milks, faced with this competition, seem unable 
to collect enough extra to meet their higher costs, so 


they attempt to secure special wholesale differentiais 
to bolster their position. 


Then conditions change, as they are apparently 
changing in Richmond. Supplies become short: basic 
costs force prices to a high level. Consumers rebel a‘ 
paving the premiums that these higher costs for suner- 
high test milk entail. Dealers, unable to pass along their 
extra costs, start the reverse nrocess, urge their vre- 
ducers to lower their herd tests by introducing more 
Holsteins. All of which is expensive for dairymen and 
destructive of any sound breeding program. 


The sitvation recorded is already being reflected in 
greater demand for Holsteins in the areas supplying the 
Richmond and Washington markets, as well as in all 
areas supnrlying armv camns. Our breeders are, of 
covrse, glad of the extra demand for their cattle. but 


the sitvation which makes necessary these veriodi¢ 
shi‘ts in the breed of herds is deplorable from every 
angle. A definite standardized program, which ‘vould 


not make dairymen the victims of distributors sharp- 


sSanrting attempts to capture markets at their expense, 
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would be a highly desirable development, Our important 
markets should have available at all times a moderate 
fat milk, at a fair basic price, and consumers desiring 
the special high test milks should have it available at a 
price enough higher to cover its higher costs of pro- 
duction. 

In this streamlined age, it does not promote maxi- 
mum use of milk to have it all super-rich in butterfat. 
Children instinctively rebel at excess cream in the milk 
they drink. Adult families, of course, are glad to be 
presented with extra cream they can pour off the top 
of the bottle, but the residue, with its poor emulsifi- 
cation of the remaining cream and its varying fat con- 
tent, is not so appealing for drinking purposes. 

Note in the item quoted that the milk purchased for 
Army and Navy use tests 3.5%. You may be sure that 
type of milk was not specified merely for reasons of 
economy. But there is economy in it, and families with 
growing children cannot afford to overlook it. Our milk 
merchandising set-up is in need of a job of modernizing.

The All-Americans and Reserves will be featured 
further on the new World All-American Calendar—the 
16th in this notable series of calendar presentations.

Memphis Again 
S FORECAST, the National Dairy Association voted 
A to accept the invitation of the Mid-South Fair to 

bring the National Dairy Show to Memphis again 
in 1942 The invitation was backed by real cash on the 
barrel-head, and a record of real cooperation and pleas- 
ant relationship with the National in 1941. The decision 
was unanimous. 

Holstein people would doubtless have preferred to 
have the location nearer the center of Holstein activity. 
where it would be more convenient for exhibitors and 
for breeders to gather to see the final round-up show 
for our breed. Many, however, recognize this as an 
opportunity for effective missionary work. The South 
is becoming more and more dairy minded. Acreage is 
being taken out of cotton and tobacco, under Govern- 
ment programs, and dairy cattle are going in. The 
present expansion of the cheese and evaporated milk 
plants in the Southern States simply takes recognition of 
these existing facts. Army camps throughout the South 
are also creating a vast new demand for milk production 
in those areas. 

The Holstein industry should get its share of this 
new market. It should not concede it to other breeds, 
even though there is some sales resistance through the 
long-standing popularity of the Jersey in this territory. 
The trend and the possibilities were very clearly reflect- 
ed in our auction sales this past fall, with more Southern 
buyers than we have ever had before. 

Accordingly it seems to us we should get squarely 
behind the National Dairy Show in its return engage- 
ment at Memphis, and help to make it a real missionary 
agency for the gospel of better dairy cattle as the neces- 
sary foundation for successful dairying, and that we do 
not leave the Holstein story untold. We can get back to 
the round-up idea later on. 
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The Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
through its Board, officially takes this position by re- 
turning to full support with a $2,000 appropriation for 
Holstein prize money at Memphis. Added to the similar 
amount to be offered by the fair, we will have a $4,000 
Holstein prize-list, a worthwhile inducement for much 
larger participation than exhibitors felt able to afford 


this year. Let’s plan to do a real missionary job at 
Memphis in 1942.

The Ganahl Dairies Co. herd of 80 
head of purebred Holsteins, pure- 
bred Guernseys and high grade Hol- 
steins will be completely dispersed 
at the farm on Monday, January 5.

Eastern News Notes 
By ALLEN N. CRISSEY 


‘for the continous improvement of the 


breed and for the honest service that 
can be rendered to “‘beginners”’ (new 
breeders) we do not want to see 
extravagant prices paid for register- 
ed Holsteins;. such as prevailed in 
the other World War period. 

Thus far during the present war 
period, fortunately, we have not had 
much inflation in cow prices. In fact, 
prices at this time, though sharply 
higher than a year ago, are still very 
reasonable. We may expect much 
higher averages as the war condition 
continues. In fact in England today 
sales of registered Holsteins, and 
there are many of them being held 
in the farm sections of the hinter- 
land, are averaging more than 
double our present sale averages ac- 
cording to the monthly English farm 
papers that are sent us by our good 
friend John Bridgeman. 

I visit many people who have ar- 
rived at the stage where they are 
about ready to purchase their first 
purebreds or often their first cattle 
of any description. Invariably they 
ask, “What will it cost to buy good 
cows?’’ I tell them they may expect 
to pay fair average market prices 
and not less. In one respect buying 
a cow is like buying a suit of clothes 
for $50.00 to $60.00 you can buy 
a really good ready-made svit. Suits 
can also be bought for $25.00 or 
even $20.00 but it is utterly impos- 
sible, even at bankruptcy sales, to 
buy as good a suit at these prices 
as you can secure at $50.00 to 
$60.00. 

What are fair average prices for 
registered cows? At the moment, 
they range from $250.00 to $350.00 
with the ‘‘tops and ‘‘bottoms”’ ex- 
tending beyond these figures. The 
‘‘bottoms”’ are invariably poorer cows 
and the ‘“‘tops’”’ usually better cows. 
You just do not secure the better 
cows at the lower prices and the man 
who is always searching for such 
bargains has an endless chain of dis- 
appointments and troubles, 

When cows go.into the auction 
ring, the selling prices are a good 
indication of the average fair mar- 
ket values as decided by hard headed 
farmer attending the sale. They do 
not reach for cattle unless the cattle 
and the conditions warrant it.

.the:males, calves, open heifers, and 


milking or heavy springing cows into 
separate groups he will be able to 
determine the average price he must 
expect to pay for cows at this time. 
If he buys cows at a much lower av- 
erage the chances are he will also 
buy trouble. 


At the same time our breeders 
who sell cows by mail and at private 
sale should not attempt to. over- 
charge these ‘‘new breeders” who 
perhaps do not know values nor how 
to differentiate between the various 
classes of testing and methods of 
milk records. Neither should we fail 
to give the “Whole Truth.” An in- 
stance came to my attention recently 
in which a promising ‘“‘new breeder” 
purchased a bull calf as the result 
of good and truthful sales corres- 
pondence on the part of a breeder. 
The breeder however did not men- 
tion the butterfat test of the dam 
and the beginner not wise enough 
as yet to figure it out. Consequently 
he paid between $500.00 and $1000.- 
00 for a calf whose dam tests 3.3%. 
She produced something over 500 
lbs. of fat in “‘B’’ at two years. 

This “‘new breeder” is situated in 
an area which in normal times dis- 
criminates severely against milk test- 
ing below 3.7%. In fact in this area 
today the sons of a bull whose dam 
only tests 3.3% would not be salable 
to other breeders at hardly any 
price. unless the dam of the calf 
was a very high tester and a high 
producer. 

It may be all right to disregard 
test in cheese territories and other 
territories that are not demanding 
high test, but in the fluid milk area 
of the northeast we must give some 
consideration to it if we expect td 
sell either milk or breeding stock 
in normal times, ' at

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


By DR. A. D. PRATT, Assistant Dairy Husbandman 


The pure bred Holstein cow, Vir- 
ginia Burke Daisy Belle 1088245, 
owned by the Virginia Agricultural 
Experiment Station, died last June. 
She was born. September 30, 1925 
and thus was in her sixteenth year. 
Not only her unusual age but her 
record of lifetime production 
prompted the writing of this article. 
This cow produced eleven calves, 
none of which were twins. When 
five years of age, she was placed 
upon yearly tests and milked three 
times per day. In 365 days she pro- 
duced 19,437 pounds of milk and 
688.7 pounds of butterfat, carrying 


a calf 177 days of this time. Vir- 
ginia Burke Daisy Belle seldom 
weighed more than 1,200 pounds 


when in her prime and this produc- 
tion is the more phenomenal because 
of her size. In eleven lactation 
periods she produced 121,418 pounds 
of milk and 4,208 pounds of butter- 
fat. This is enough milk for a 
single day’s operation of a medium 
sized condensary. 

Of the eleven calves, six have been 
females and there are at present in 
the herd 15 female descendants of 
this cow including daughters, grand- 
daughters, and great granddaugh- 
ters. Since her last two calves were 
heifers, they are not old enough to 
have contributed to numbers within 
the herd. This cow is a great-great- 
granddaughter of Shellbark Daisy 
DeKol 163045, which was purchased 
by Professor W. R. Brainerd for the 
Experiment Station in 1911. Shel- 
bark Daisy De Kol proved to be the 
best producer of eight animals pur- 
chased at this time. Not only was 
she a grand producer but her off- 
spring proved prepotent and there 
are now in the herd 34 animals, des- 
cended from this cow, out of a total 
of 46 animals. 

Shelbark Daisy DeKol 2nd 254889, 
from the above mentioned founda- 
tion animal, was the animal through 
which most of the present herd des- 
cended. While she was a yearling 
she had a thigh broken. Because of 
lack of proper materials and the skill 
necessary for putting the broken 
thigh in a cast, this heifer was placed 
in a stall and surrounded with saw- 
dust to make the broken leg immov- 
able. The broken bone healed and 
while she was always cripped, she 
remained in the herd until she was

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Missouri Holds a Judging School 


There are sixteen different ways 
of placing a ring of four cows. Yet 
twenty-three out of twenty-five men 
placed a ring of four Holstein cows 
alike and the other two had a pair 
reversed. This may sound like the 
ring was an exceptionally ‘‘easy”’ 
class, Which was not the case. It 
was the result of a detailed study of 
the cows in a judging school con- 
ducted by the Missouri Holstein As- 


sociation at the State University, 
Columbia, on October 31. M. J. 
Regan, Extension Dairyman, Prof. 
H. A. Herman and Glenn G. Davis, 
Fredmar Farms, St. Louis, consti- 
tuted the committee to arrange the 
details and conduct the “school.” 


The Holstein breeders who were stu- 
dents for the one-day course paid an 
entry fee of one dollar. 

Glenn Davis started the day off 
with a study of the parts of a cow 
by using a large chart. This was 
done to make sure that everyone 
had a clear idea of the exact location 
of each part such as crops, chine, 
loin, muzzle, ete. This explanation 
was then followed by a demonstra- 
tion of the evaluation of each part on 
a score card basis by E. M. Clark 
using the true type model cow. A 
cow was then actually scored, allow- 
ing the audience to determine the 
percentage cut to make on each 
heading on the score card. 

Prof. Herman then had a ring of 
four blanketed cows led into the 
ring. The students rated the four 
on “Heads and Necks’’ and various 
men were called on to give reasons 
ending up with the official placing 
being made by Davis and Herman. 
Next, the blankets were peeled back 
to show the withers, shoulders, 
chest and front legs. Again the stu- 
dents arranged the cows on the basis 
of these parts giving reasons. The 
blankets were then folded back to 
the hips and the cows were placed 
on middles, loins, crops, chine and 
top-lines. When the blankets were 
removed the rumps and hind-legs 
were judged. The mammary system 
was then used as a basis of lining up 
the cows. Finally, the animals were 
judged as though they had been 
brought into the show ring with the 
remarkable result of twenty-three 
out of twenty-five breeders getting 
the ring placed exactly the same as 
the official placing.

THE DAIRY SITUATION 

Production of milk and of most 
manufactured dairy products is ex- 
pected to average larger than a year 
earlier during the next 6 months. 
Butter production, however, may be 
about the same or somewhat smaller 
than in the corresponding months of 
1940—41. Exports of cheese. 
evaporated milk, and dry skim milk 
will continue unusually large. 
Storage stocks of butter and cheese 
probably will continue larger than a 
year earlier but manufacturer’s 
stocks of evaporated milk may con- 
tinue smaller. 


Wholesale butter prices probably 
will advance seasonally from the low 
point reached in mid-October until 
some time in December, but prices 
of cheese and evaporated milk may 
be relatively steady during the next 
3 to 4 months. The butterfat-feed 
price ratios may be somewhat less 
favorable for milk producers during 
coming months than they were a 
year earlier but the ratio of feed 
prices to prices paid by condenseries 
for milk may be more favorable. 
Consumer expenditures for dairy 
products probably will continue sub- 
stantially larger than in the corres- 
ponding months of 1940—-41 but the 
increase over a year earlier may be 
somewhat smaller than in _ recent 
months. 

Largely because of the decline in 
butter prices, butter has been re- 
stored to the list of commodities 
which can be purchased with blue 
stamps. Increased production of 
butter this year and relatively high 
prices, which tended to restrain con- 
sumption, resulted in a piling up of 
storage stocks. Moreover, unlike 
the situation for cheese and evapor- 
ated milk, there has been no larg: 
increase in butter exports. Storage 
stocks on October 1 were 58 per- 
cent larger than a year earlier and 
the out-of-storage movement during 
October was smaller than in October 
1940. Partly as a result of the 
large stocks, butter prices declined 
rapidly in October while prices of 
cheese and evaporated milk re- 
mained steady. 


Total milk production on Novem- 


ees 
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ber 1 was 4 percent larger than on 
the same date in 1940 but produc- 
tion per cow was only 1 percent 
larger. American cheese produc- 
tion during September was 24 per- 
cent larger than a year earlier and 
during the week ended November 
6 was 30 percent larger. Evapor- 
ated milk production in September 
was 40 percent larger than in Sep- 
tember 1940. So far this year pro- 
duction of dry skim milk for human 
consumption has been 17 percent 
larger than in 1940. 

In the period March 15 to Novem- 
ber 1, the Department, under the 
food-for-defense program, purchased 
a total of 108 million pounds of 
cheese, 10 million cases of evapor- 
ated milk, 28 million pounds of dry 
skim milk, and 2.6 million pounds 
of dry whole milk. During the per- 
iod October 4 to November 1, pur- 
chases of both cheese and evaporated 
milk were considerably larger than 
in any other 4-week period since the 
purchase program began.

Producers’ Federation at its recent 
25th annual meeting in Chicago, 
elected John Brandt (Land O’Lakes) 
president, succeeding N. P. Hull of 
Michigan, who declined reelection af- 
ter eight terms.
